As We See It: 


Attack on Officer Stresses 
Need for Sheriff's Action 


Police officers are charged with the responsibility of 
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enforcing the law and protecting private citizens from 
violence. When hoodlumism and disregard for the law 
reach such a pitch that an officer himself is subject to 
rear-homicidal attack, the citizen at large has a right to 
question the efficacy of his protection. 

The vicious attack that nearly cost the life of a Menlo 
Park officer Tuesday night is the direct outgrowth of 
situation that breeds contempt for the law, a situation aha 
is traceable to the office of San Mateo County Sheriff Karl 

Whitmore. 

For months, Menlo Park police have noted a deteriora- 
tion of respect for law enforcement in the vicinity of 
Willow road east of Bayshore freeway. One side of the 
street is in Menlo Park city jurisdiction; the other is in the 
unincorporated East Palo Alto area, theoretically under 
jurisdiction of the sheriffs office. Yet because the unin- 
corporated section is an enclave far removed from the 
balance of the sheriff's bailiwick, it rarely sees any repre- 
sentative of the law. 

In May, voters of the area turned down a proposal by 
the sheriff and the county supervisors to provide special 
police protection financed by a special district tax, The 
sheriff argued that his regular county budget could not 
afford the extra men and patrol cars necessary to do an 
adequate job.

Disposal District's incinerator quit yesterday. THe wasn't 


the first to quit; he probably won't be the last. 


Its a good incinerator but, said Curtis Hoirup in an 
nouncing that he’s giving up the job, it’s just got too much 
work to do. 

It was given too much of a job before it was built, 
when its promoters promised “9S per cent incineration, 
without smog” or some such figure, when the SSMCGDD 
was being organized,

the garbage disposal district. 

As has been reiterated in these and other newspaper 
columns since the incinerator was first fired up two vears 
ago, the percentage of material that could be smoglessly 
a little high.

But the SSMGDD’s plant, in operation, demonstrates 
that more and better ways of disposing of the waste cre 
ated by a big and growing population are needed.

Municipal Report: 


Vacation Interrupts Routine 
Of City, Just Like Business 


Like most businesses, the 
City of Menlo Park has to make 
allowances for vacations and, 
for about three months of any 
given year, the normal routine 
is disrupted as members of the 
various departments come and 
go. 

City policy calls for two 
weeks’ paid annual vacation 
for workers who have been 
with the city more than a year 
and three weeks’ paid vacation 
for those who have been with 
the city for more than 15 
years. 

The city staff is now suffici- 
ently large so that every de- 
partment has a qualified “lieu- 
tenant” in addition to a de- 
partment head; thus there’s no 
interruption in the work sched- 
ule although some clerical jobs 
are shifted to people in other 
departments as vacationing 
workers come and go.

Only a 
graye emergency, however, 
would be considered suffici- 
ent reason for his return. 

Though not affiliated with 
the city, the fire department 
ha similar policy but here 
again, the chief administrative 
officer doesn’t regard himself 
as indispensible in dealing with 
the day-to-day emergencies. 

The city’s biggest operating 
department, the street depart- 
ment, has a continuing work 
schedule through the year and 
its work isn’t interrupted by 
vacations. 

Since it’s the city’s policy 
to snift men from job to job 
so they won’t get bored and so 
they'll have a variety of vari- 
ous job specialties, there’s al- 
ways somebody around who 
can oversee or handle any job, 
from pruning trees in the civic 
center to painting lines on 
streets or fixing pavement. 

A member of the street de- 
partment regularly assists 
the citys’ lone mechanic and 
takes over the job of main- 
taining and repairing the ci- 
ty’s vehicles when the regu- 
Isr mechanic goes on vaca- 
tion. 

The recreation department 
goes along with lieutenants in 
command during those weeks 
that its director is on vacation, 
in spite of the fact that the 
work load and number of em 
ployees is at its highest during 
the summer. 

There are qualified lieuten- 
ants in the other departments 
as the library, also. 

Clerical work, such as _bill- 
ing for business licenses or 
water, has to go on whether 
or not the clerk presumably 
assigned to any particular de- 
partment is on vacation or not. 

This is one place where of- 
fice layout pays off; the water 
department and building in- 
spection department adjoin 
each other in the same build- 
ing and the clerks can help 
each other out as they answer 
each other’s telephone mes- 
sages during the noon hour. 

There’s a building inspec- 
tor and an assistant pbuilding 
inspector; both have been 
with the city for many years 
and are fully conversant 
with building code require- 
ments and the zoning of the 
city. It seems easier for the 
one remaining, when the oth- 
er is on vacatien, to just 
work harder, than it is to 
brief a substitute. 

The city manager can stay 
out of town for two weeks with- 
out losing touch with things, 
too. Barring such possibilities 
as a major natural catastrophe, 
the only items of business 
which are not routine and 
whicn can’t be predicted at 
Jeast two weeks in advance are 
based on complaints from citi 
zens and taxpayers. 

Normally, the concerned de 
partment head gets the com- 
plaint direct, when the city 
manager isn’t around to listen 
to it 

Other items of routine busi- 
ness, such as preparation of 
agendas for the city council, 
devolve upon the shoulders of 
the city clerk and city attor- 
ney. 

The city’s governing body, 
the city council, hasn't been af 
feeted much by vacations of its 
members, Three of the five of 
them have to be available at 
every official meeting, if a 
quorum is to be present; this 
has never presented any prob- 
lems.

Ferns, and Fruit Plants Offer Unusual Beauty for Your Garden| 


Millions of years ae a 
gardener ever paced back and 
forth wondering what to put in 
a damp shady spot, there were 
ferns. Ferns were, in fact, am- 
ong the first primitive plants 
to establish themselves on 


land. 
Are ferns old-fashioned? 
Out-dated? On the contrary. 


The California Association of 
Nurserymen assures us that 
they are once again gaining 
popularity in the modern gar- 
den. They are especially liked 
for the pleasing patterns and 
textures of their leaves which | 
are called fronds. 

Growing ferns is not diffi- 


cult. Enrich your soil with 
plenty of leaf mold and peat | 
moss and never allow the | 


ground around the ferns to be- 

come caked or dry. Water gen- 

erously—in this case, better} 
too much than too little. Li- 

quid fertilizer every few 
months completes the mini-| 
mum list of culture require- | 

ments. Although most ferns | 
prefer shade, you can ask your 
nurseryman to suggest some 
species that will tolerate a cer- 

tain amount of sun. 

Here are a few of the many 
varieties you can find in con- 
tainers now at your nursery:
